My dear Kirby:- 


I am deeply gratified at the contents of 
your letter of November 18th concerning my addresses. 

I am satisfied that the large meetings which 
I addressed, with the exception of Cincinnati, was the 
result of the splendid efforts of the women who were 
chairmen. Men have other tasks which they must perform 
and they'cannot give the unhurried and sustained efforts 
to the numerous details involved in promoting such peace 
meetings as was held under the auspices of The World 
Tomorrow. When you have to interview scores and scores 
of people who may or may not wish to be included in the 
list of sponsors you have a very long and trying task. 

In my addresses, I tried to not only stress 
disarmament, but to show to the people that America's 
attitude toward war was not always to be commended. What 
we need to do Kirby, is "to show up America" as it were, 
and I think it can be done without invoking antagonism 
on the part of those who think America can do no wrong. 

In fact I find our people are far more impressionable now 
to criticisms than they ordinarily have been. If you 
can give your audience the book and page by knowing your 
facts they are inclined to listen. 

In my addresses with Mr. Garland of Canada 
I frankly said that I could do what he could not do, namely, 
point out America's shortcomings. 

I am glad you are going to print my letter 
on Senator Borah. I hope you will not delete it so much 
that it will lose its effectiveness. The writer of an 
article knows what he has in mind when he starts out better 
than anyone else can possibly know, and the very point 
which he wishes to make may be editorially blue penciled. 

I understand, of course, Kirby that you have room for just 
about so much and you cannot be sending articles back and 
forth across the country for the purpose of cutting it down 
to suit your space, but I trust you will find room for 
about all I had to say to Senator Borah.

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STAGK-COACH PATRIOTISM 

What is the lure of the pacifist 
racketeer as against the orthodox 
defender of American institutions 
and doctrines? Why do half-baked 
authors and magazine writers com¬ 
mand larger galleries for their lec¬ 
tures on internationalism and the 
glories of disarmament than pa¬ 
triots of the old school? 

The answer is obvious. The for¬ 
mer suggest ho# millions now ex¬ 
pended for national defense may be 
diverted to social service activities, 
while the latter would toss off mil¬ 
lions to steel and ship building com¬ 
panies which are unknown to the 
majority of the American people. 
The pacifist is an idealist, and there 
Is nothing go fascinating to the 
American people as an idealism 
which holds out the promise of 
more revenue for peace-time pur¬ 
suits and which at the same time 
fits into the Christian doctrine that 
the .greatest religious teacher of 
history was a “Prince of Peace.“ 

’ At best or worst, the pacifist pre¬ 
sentation is boljd and colorful. On 
the other hand, defenders of the 
American system are generally 
smug and stupid. The typical pa¬ 
triotic address, with its flag wor¬ 
ship and reiteration of platitudes, 
is forbidding. The “100 per cent" 
American is a bore. The people 
first question the percentage and 
then the utility of a patriotic dem¬ 
onstration of any kind. Not infre¬ 
quently, “100 per cent" Americans, 
yielding to an urge to do something 
useful for their country, combat 
pacifists by seeking to deny them 
the right of free speech instead of 
protecting that right and answer¬ 
ing their arguments. 

The pacifist propagandist wins 
his. first point by posing as a 
martyr. He wins his second point 
by achieving publicity which he 
does not deserve, but which aids 
him materially in marketing his 
books and in securing favorable 
consideration by lyceums and lec¬ 
ture bureaus. He wins again when 
his critics rest their case on their 
charge that he is a radical and 
should , be suppressed on general 
principles. The pacifist notes that 
he may speak without molestation 
in New York or Chicago, but Is 
gHggcd- or hectored In Finn Blur 
Ark.' Heih ere fore Mir story 

Of his experience in Pine Bluff to 
boost his racket in New York and 
Chicago, 

The pacifist also has an advan¬ 
tage over his critics in that he has 
dependable religious support. His 
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ring which always echoes in ec¬ 
clesiastical corridors. The typical 
churchman can see nothing red in 
the benevolent advocate of “better 
things” who would scrap armies 
and navies, banish, force from the 
world, and substitute concilation 
for bloody war. If this be radical¬ 
ism, argues the churchman, let us 
have more of it. 

THE WAYS OF THE PACIFIST 

Manifestly, therefore, the mis¬ 
sionary sowings of the pacifist can¬ 
not' be discouraged by waving the 
flag of the United States or by call¬ 
ing him a communist. The pacifist 
is dangerous, not because of what 
he says, but because of what he re¬ 
frains from saying. He is sfc dis- 
1 penser of half-truths which are al¬ 
ways more devastating than whole 
lies when received by people who 
do little thinking and who delight 
in having their national problems 
stated in moralistic or religious 
terms. 

The professional pacifist does not 
tell his audiences that he is in the 
racket because of the money he gets 
out of it. He does not say that 
many millions of dollars ate paid 
out annually in the United States 
for peace propaganda. He does not 
cite the fact that every communist 
in and out of soviet Russia is ad¬ 
vocating atheism, the abolition of 
military training, the sinking of 
navies and the razing of forts. He 
deplores expenditures for national 
defense, which he insists encourage 
war, but does not oppose the invest¬ 
ment of billions of dollars in life 
and fire insurance on the ground 
that it hastens death and promotes^ 
incendiarism. He fights navies be¬ 
cause the taxpayer’s money goes to 
ship building companies, but makes 
no assault upon food producing in¬ 
dustries which constitute the coun¬ 
try's largest and most profitable 
business. 

He does not see Gandhi, wearing 
a loin cloth and subsisting on goat's 
milk, as he begs 45,000,000 people 
for the liberty of 350,000,000 peo¬ 
ple, and he makes no reference to 
China’s appeal to the league of na¬ 
tions in behalf of 450,000,000 peo¬ 
ple for protection against 64,000,- 
000 people. 

He does not explain to his audi 
ences that every war in modern 
history w.as defended on the ground 
of self-defense and that this right 
or pretense is internationally recog 
nized as implicit in every treaty. He 
does not say that by the very terms 
of the Kellogg peace pact, Japan 
may make legal war on China by 
merely pleading self-defense. He 
does not say that BrltainVfey reason 
of her navyja dominant against any 
European combination and that 
Japan because of an efficient navy 
Is dominant in the western North 
Pacific. 

He does not say. that the area 
which the United States must pro- 
lect against all comers, reaches as 
far as Americans may travel or In¬ 
vest their capital. He does not say 
that a ‘nation which, under threat, 
lurrenders some of its rights, will 
ultimately be forced to yield up the 
*est of them

FEATURED IN stores in Chicago are featuring Soviet- 

LOQP STORES produced linen, textile, lace and other 

goods distributed in this country, pre¬ 
sumably by the Amtorg Trading Corporation. 

One Ukrainian lady, now an intensely loyal American, visiting 
one of these stores, looked at scarfs which were marked as being of 
Eurasian origin. Knowing Russian work, this little lady at once branded 
it as a Soviet product and obtained the admission of the clerk that such 
was the case. 

Another store has been featuring towels and the cheapness of 
the merchandise was stressed by clerks as being due to Soviet origin. 
Canned products such as preserved fruits and fish products are being 
featured in some chain stores and in the loop stores, catering to a rich 
clientele. 

Many women who are informed and understand the aid given to 
Bolshevism by purchase of Soviet products, have refused to buy anything 
originating in soviet Russia, knowing that it is "dumped goods" end is 
sold here on a basis that American or other products cannot compete with 
in price. 


REDS__STAGE LOCAL Throughout the United States Comminists 

MOCK_TRIAL are staging mock trials of city and county 

officials as part of their campaign on the 

issue of unemployment. 

On Tuesday night, Nov. 24, 1931, the Young Communist League 
(Y.C.L.) of Chicago staged such a trial at the communist headquarters at 
3337 S. State Street. The judge was a member of the Y.C.L., Zipp . by name, 
from southern Illinois. The prosecutor was one, soldino . young negro. 

The bailiff was Ben Gray , a Y.C.L. organizer, white. The foreman of the 
jury was a negro, Gibbal . a south side organizer of the Y.C.L. among the 
colored people. A jury of Y.C.L, members was appointed. Mayor Cermak 
and his administration were put on trial, charged with "(1) that Mayor 
Cermak was responsible for the workers starving (2) that Mayor Cermak 
and his administration were guilty of jailing and beating up workers, 
whenever they attempted to send a ’committee' to the United Charities 
and that the single workers were discriminated against because whenever 
a single person, man or woman went for relief they were sent to ’vermin 
infested' flop-houses and bread lines, where they were fed slop and made 
to sleep in dirt and filth". 

Comrade Gray asserted that Mayor Cermak, Joel Hunter of the 
United Charities and other directors of organized charities, had been 
notified by registered mail of the trial, and that irrespective of the 
fact that none was present, the trial would proceed and the bailiff was 
then called upon to present witnesses. 

A negro woman with three children told how her children were 
forced by school teachers to go to a theatre and stand there from 11 to 
2:30 o’clock before they were let in and then stayed until dark without 
receiving anything. 

Another witness, an occupant of a flop-house, stated that the 
institution was run under "gun" rule. 
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The third, a Young Pioneer, stated that because his parents 
were out of work and without money, he was forced to go to school hungry. 
He said he had been promised a pair of shoes by the Charities for more 
than four weeks but to date had not received any* He said that because 
of such conditions much progress was being made in recruiting Pioneers in 
his school. 

Another witness told of his attempts to get relief f om the 
United Charities, saying that he had been sent from one place to another 
until he was exhausted. 

Another Y.C,L, member told how a committee had approached the 
United Charities at 45th and prairie, but had been prevented from present¬ 


ing any demands by the police. 

• Several other witnesses presented like stories* 

Following a denunciation by soldino, the jury was given the 
case and a verdict was brought in against Mayor Cermak and his administra¬ 
tion as being ’’guilty of allowing the workers to starve, diverting the 
money raised by the Emmerson Relief Committee, to the Charities, turning 
it over to a bunch of grafters and thieves who will not give out anything 
to unemployed workers but would rather browbeat and attempt to intimidate 
them; that the jury finds only one solution for the relief and that is 
Unemployment Insurance," 

This is typical of the same trials which have been held in 
Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio and other communist strongholds throughout the

part of his work has been that of a correspondent for Federated Press, 
the comnunistic news-gathering agency, 

A Federated Press clip sheet of Nov. 23, 1931, under the cap¬ 
tion of '‘Germany Near Crash", quotes Nearing as stating: 

"Economically, capitalist Europe is a mortuary, Poli¬ 
tically it is preparing to commit suicide by repeating the 
tactics that led up to 1914. From only one quarter is there 

a ray of hope.the revolutionary elements among the 

European masses are mduring their plans to take over the 
economic and. political machinery and to organize the European 
sector of a workers' world*" 

Comrade Nearing is very outBpoken and cannot be misunderstood. 
Europe is on the verge of revolution. The millions of Communists in 
Germany are grooming themselves for the big attempt and there are at least 
three times as many Communists in Germany as in Russia. Spain is in the 
hands of revolutionary forces; other European countries are in partial 
control of socialists or Communists - it matters little which, as both 
have the same objective, the establishment of a Socialist State* 

To say the least, the outlook is worthy of careful considera¬ 
tion.

The speakers were Edward Laurence , of the Metal Workers' Indus-* 
trial League of Youngstown; H. Holzman , Cleveland Communist; Roy _Mahoney , 
negro, Comnunist Party organizer from East Liverpool, 0.; W, C. Sandberg, 
Unemployed Council leader from Cleveland and Yetta Land , I.L.D. attorney 
from Cleveland. 

Various resolutions for release of Mooney and Billings and 
other "class war prisoners" were adopted. 

Plans were developed for joining the National Hunger March as 
it passes through Youngstown. Delegates selected to represent Youngstown 
for the Hunger March were Roy Mahoney , Sophia Mazerka of Cleveland and 
Charles Neimi of Warren, 0. 

Considerable sums of money for furthering comnunist I.L.D. 
work in Ohio were turned over by organization representatives. i 

The concensus of opinion was that eastern Ohio was ripe for 
concentrated activities and a committee including Briva, Me sec a, C oleman, 
Clever and Lorenz of Cleveland, and Barns and Owens of Youngstown^ was 
appointed to formulate plans for such a drive.

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I feel a burning in my bones to have the religious press of the nation do some¬ 
thing together -- something that will demonstrate that we possess a common conviction, in 
a vital realm and at the same time that we are capable of a great piece of teamwork* In 
this mood I have drawn up a statement expressing a protest against the conscience part of 
the Macintosh decision. Note that I say "conscience” aspect, for the Macintosh decision 
goes much deeper than the question of war* 


It is my hope that this statement, or a stronger edition of it upon which we 
can agree, will appear in the religious press of the country in the first issue of Janu¬ 
ary, 1932* It is my thought that the publication of this statement shall be accompanied 
by a vigorous editorial calling attention to the Declaration and calling upon the readers 
of the paper to sign it and get other signatures and send them to the editor* If this 
were done we could expect every minister in the country to preach on this subject in his 
pulpit and thereby awaken the conscience of the country by awakening the conscience of the 
church itself on a matter which lies very near the root of our religious liberty* 


I had first thought of The Christian Century alone undertaking this enterprise, 
but as I reflected on it the enormous significance of teamword on the part of the entire 
religious press of the country, so appealed to me that I could not be content with any 
single paper undertaking the task by itself* 


After carefully reading the statement, will you \yrite me your reaction to the 
proposal, telling me whether you will publish the Declaration and an accompanying edit¬ 
orial in the issue mentioned above? I am writing this letter to 40 or 50 -- and possibly 
more -- editors* I wish to assure you and all the rest that The Christian Century desires 
to stand on a complete equality with all other cooperating papers* We do not wish to have 
credit for the authorship of the Declaration, nor for any initiative in the matter, and I 
would ask as a favor that its appearance in your paper, if you are disposed to cooperate, 
should be referred to by you as an expression of the consensus of opinion of the editors 
of the religious press of the country. 

I wonder if this proposal will not kindle in your mind something like the flame 
which has been kindled in my own* Do we not have here a Providential way in which to ex¬ 
press our unity, to invest our journalism with increased significance and to meet one of 
the most sinister attacks upon spiritual religion as well as noble citizenship which has 
been delivered since the founding of our government?

I hope we can get one or two points of a practical 
economic program for the churches that we can get average folks to easily understand 
and crusade for.

North China Union Language School 
Peiping, China 
September 6-24, 1931• 


Dear Friends : 

The newspapers over here bring us a picture of a world that is shaken 
and hard pressed these days, until one almost marvels that so many ordinary 
processes of life and love go quietly on* Perhaps the most afflicted nation of 
all is China* Ylhen we think back across our first brief year in this country, 
we have to list the following happenings. 

Events of the Year in China: 

1* TThen we arrived, famine conditions involving millions in the North¬ 
west were only beginning. 

2. Soon came the culmination of the major civil war in the North by 
intervention of Mukden in favor of Nanking againsb Marshalls Feng and Yen, whose 
collapse left the former "Model Province" of Shansi in bankrupt and chaotic 

c ondition • 

3. Hopes for peace were soon thwarted by innumerable instances of 
banditry involving interference with trade, kidnapping, extortion, burning, 
looting, extending even into best governed areas. 

4. Large and ruthless semi-bandit groups claiming Communist aims 
terrorized wide areas in Central China. The Government retaliated w:th punitive 
expenditions, wholesale executions, withdrawal of freedom of speech, press, 

and assembly. 

5. Military governors with large ill-paid armies control practically 
all provinces; sometimes their troops are feared almost as much by the people 
as the bandits against whom they are supposed to afford protection. 

6. The unprecedented decline in value of silver (China’s currency) 
increased China’s financial burdens, in addition to all other effects of 
world wide depression. 

7. The Governing Party has been torn by dissension within, large sections 
being alienated by its refusal to comply with special pleas or criticisms, by 
its domination of all elections and conferences. Opposition groups charge 
Government leaders with corruption, dictatorial ambitions, catering to Shanghai 
bankers, etc. 

8. At the very time of the "National People’s Conference", an in¬ 
fluential group seceded and established a rival government in Canton. 

9. In July, General Shih Yu Shan, Governor of Honan, started an armed 
revolt. It was shortlived but caused a panic and revealed the instability of 
North China politics. 

10. August brought extremely strained relations with Japan over killings 
in Manchuria, Korea, Mongolia. Boycotts and agitations for a break in relations 
added further complications• 

11. At the same time the Yangtse Fiver rose to the highest level in fifty 
years, flooding many thousands of square miles of rich farm land and great cities 
in the heart of China, with millions of people involved. 

12 • By early Sept ember, floods along the Grand Canal and in other areas 
had brought the total number of people involved to 80,000,000 according to 
Tsai Yuan P’ei, 

13. The reduced Government Budget, announced late in August, contains 
406 millions for military^affairs and 343 millions for National debts, as 
against 220 millions for all other purposes. 

14. "Communist Bands" came out of hiding to strike further terror into 
Central China. (it is very hard to tell how strong Communist organization 

in China really is.) 

15a A military coup d’etat in Kansu brought fear of a new Moslem-Chinese 
struggle in far Northwest* 
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16. With early September, the Canton Government formed alliances with 
other rebelling groups in the South and its invading armies began to march 
northward into Hunan. 

17. On Sentember 18-22, China being already overwhelmed with.other 
difficulties, Japanese troops by a concerted plan occupied the most important 
cities of South Manchuria, while warships and air forces waited.in readiness 
to move at other points. This action (though feared for some time) came with 
a suddenness which has raised a nearer psychology in China. 


This is the succession of burdens under which the Chinese people have 
stagcered during just one brief year. Is it any wonder that T. Zt Koo, speak¬ 
ing last Sunday for the first time since his return, stressed deeply the need 
for the steadying insight; power, and serenity of Jesus? Or that the large 
student audience listened in profound silence? he marveled rather at these 

words from the prayer of Dr. Y. Y. Tsu: 

"We pray Thee for the people of our land, 
distracted by many sorrows and defeats, 
but upheld by the undying hope of a 
better day that is to come." 


Resilience of the Chinese People 


Underneath everything the life of the Chinese people goes on. They seem 
to possess a capacity to endure catastrophes which would wreck our races. Jhen 
a breathing space comes, they have always shown an ability to recover with 
surprising^rapidity. And so today "They hope against hope". Wherever there is 
a sheltered area, daily life goes quietly and steadily forwaid. 

I was waiting in a side street not long ago when the noon hour came 
for two large primary schools. As the hundreds of healthy, eager faced 
children poured out, the boys dressed in a kind of Boy Scout uniform and the 
firls in the regulation light blue middie blouse and black bloomers, they made 
me forget China's troubles. The past year has seen marked progress of our work 
In many cities, with increased enrollment in classes and religious meetings,. 
and six of the largest cities over-subscribed the local Association's financial 
campaigns of last year. 


Emergency Flood Relief 

Since August our Y.M.C.A. organization has been giving special energy 
to the flood emergency. Organizations of every sort all over China have 
joined in the effort to assist the stricken areas, and voluntary contributions 
to the Rational Flood Relief Commission are nearing $3,000,000. Government 
and international agencies are reported to be cooperating closely. Much 
prominence has been given by the press to the help received from other countries 
including the recent appeal of the League of Rations in China's behalf. 


Internationa^ Rotes 

There was special satisfaction here in the unanimous election of China 
to the League of Rations Council. However, the attitude of the League in 
the present crisis with Japan is being watched very closely. .The Raking 
Government is also appealing to the Kellogg Pact. Chinese friends ask us 
daily, "What will the United States do?". Each week has witnessed some fresh 
effort for peace within China. The Manchurian crisis with Japan may prove to 
be the means' of soraTsTccess at this point, but adequate program and leader¬ 
ship seem very scarce. 


School Enrol lment I ncreased 

In the fhce of all these difficulties, the government and mission 
schools here have opened with the largest enrollment in many years. Our early 
contacts with the colleges indicate that students have returned even though 







their homes are under water in the flooded areas. Students from the National 
University, the College of Law, and the Communications College have already come 
to request our assistance in teaching student Bible classes. It adds to our 
pleasure in this work to have the students themselves take the initiative m 
forming the classes . This fall we will use botn Chinese and English m these 
classes . 


Pro gress o f Lang uage Study 

w e completed our first year (four terms) of language study on August 15. 
Gradually increasing use of the language is opening many new doors of under¬ 
standing and helpfulness to us. For example, from April to June, I was able 
to take two lessons each week in Arabio from a Chinese Moslem teacher. 

There are about thirty-five Mosques in Peiping, with over 20,000 Moslem 
families, but, so far as I have been able to learn, only one other Christian 
worker here has given any study to their sacred language. The.head "ahong" of. 
one Mosque last week brought me $100,00 with a reouest for assistance in ordering 
some books from Cairo, Egypt. This friendly trust gave me more pleasure than 
the ahong realized 


We were very glad when word came from the National Y.i'-.C.A. Committee 
assigning us to Peiping for another year. This is both the largest student 
center and the best place to learn Chinese. We are also glad because we Will 
still be near Dr. and Mrs. T. Z. Koo, whose home is almost at the center of 
student population in the West City. Two nights ago we were with them.for dinner 
and the evening, along with George Osborn (my English Colleague) and his bride 
who has just come from England. Dr. Koo played his bamboo flute for us again. 
Never having heard him play Western music, we especially enjoyed his playing

This letter cannot be closed without telling you a little about the 
Hopei Student Summer Conference, June 30-July 10. It was held about fifteen 
miles from Peking, at the old Sleeping Buddha Monastery which the Y.M.C.A. 
began leasing for conferences back in 1913. The attendance outran expectations, 
exceeding 300, and filling all of the accommodations. Each delegate brought 
his or her own bedding and mosquito net. Regulation Conference beds consisted 
of four long board.s laid across two saw horses. Fairly substantial Chinese 
food was served three times each day. The total cost per delegate for board, 
room, registration, and bus from and to Peking was only $7.60 Mex(less than 
$2.00 IT.S. gold)*. 


The Conference was under the entire control of student committees. The 
theme they had chosen for this year was "Service", The first half of the 
Conference was cteroted to the question of service among China's rural masses, 
and the second half to service in the cities. The -problems, resources, and 
movements in rural and urban life were presented at daily assemblies by nationally 
known social and religious ’workers and writers, then the Conference divided 
into fifteen groups for more detailed discussion# 

Each group had a student chairman and at least one advisor with practical 
experience in the types of work uiader discussion* I was appointed a general 
advisor" to two of these groups. The students made a very earnest effort to 
work out actual plans for service. They had "brought together a large con-, 
ference library, to which George Osborn and I contributed books and periodicals 
representing the British and American Stpdent Movements and the World Student 
Christian Federation. We were also asked to speak to the entire Conference 
regarding the work carried on by our respective Movements, while Agnes Monorief 
spoke for the New Zealand Movement and Andy Roy for the Federation. 









At the beginning of each day, the Conference met in small morning 
prayer groups, where many non-Christian students gained a new understanding of 
the nature of the Christian life. Each day closed with a brief prayer, very 
carefully planned and conducted largely by students • Only about a third of 
the students were church members so that there was much opportunity for a sharing 
of deep convictions. The inner Christian group gathered each morning at 6*30 
for special fellowship• 

Chi na—Ol d and New 

The old monastery, with all its historic beauty, provided quite a 
contrasting background for such a conference. The altar lamps burned constantly 
in front of the great images of the Buddhas and at regular hours the dreamy 
chant of the monks would reach our ears. But the young students were absorbed 
with the problems of China today, their thoughts and games were those of youth. 
One wondered if the Buddhist monks had ever heard of Communism; it was a factor 
in all student thinking. The monastery retreat in which China's woes might 
be forgotten; the students were anxious to face them at their worst. The hope 
of China's future lies with the students, but one covets for them the resources 
of poise and strength and peace which only the victorious Christ can give in 
the midst of the kind of struggle into which these students intend to plunge. 

Just as we were finishing this letter, we had the happy surprise of a 

visit from Mrs. Induk P. Kim, whom many of you will remember as a Traveling 

Secretary of the Student Volunteer Movement, now on her way home to Korea 
after a journey around the world. The events in Manchuria have given us more 

good times together than if travel had been uninterrupted. She sends regards 

to all of her friends. 

September 23 marked the first anniversary of our arrival in China. 

We want to thank you all again for the support which you have given us and 
for the letters which we have appreciated so much. In all the pressure of 
time and money of this next difficult year we venture to hope that you will 
continue to stand by us and with us in this work.

and amended in 1920. The American people, ever opposed to a large pro¬ 
fessional army, should support the only alternative that makes National 
Defense at all possible against the country being drawn into a war neces¬ 
sitating trained leadership, so that the young blood of the nation will 
have at least a maximum chance of coming through such a catastrophe, un¬ 
scathed. 

The B.O.T.C. Association of the United States, with its 
headquarters in the Shoreham Building, Washington, D.C*, is the only 
national body devoting itself exclusively to the task of preserving intact 
that which the Congress intended should function as a nucleus, namely the 
R.O.T.C., from which to draw at least partially-trained leaders in the 
event of a national emergency. 

We congratulate the Association for pointing out in its 
latest bulletin that if the recommendation of President Hoover^ National 
Advisory Committee on Education, is followed, the only modest and sensibly 
military policy ever evolved by the government for the protection of its 
citizens, would again go in the scrap heap and as of yore, war, if it 
should come, will result in unnecessary loss of life and staggering totals 
in wealth before we again muddle through.

Illinois; Aiman Zipp » Shaw . Len Dicky and Clara Saffern , who are under 
arrest charged with sedition under the Illinois sedition statute, have 
been released on bond following their indictment. 

Shaw was formerly a communist unit organizer in Chicago 
and at one time worked at the Western Electric Company. He is said to 
have served a term of six years in prison at a previous period of his 
life, and came to Chicago from Hammond, Ind. , where he had been secretary 
of the South Slavic Branch of the Communist Party. 

We are looking forward with a great deal of interest to 
the conclusion of these eases, as, since 1922 when the Supreme Court up¬ 
held the conviction of Wm* Bross Lloyd and 18 associates on charges of 
sedition, there has been no indictment carried through under the Illinois 
law. Conviction at this time will estaiblidi a precedent that will do 
much in curbing communist activities in the State and will leave district 
attorneys with no logical excuse for failure to prosecute. 

Another local matter of interest is the fact that Nela Kjar , 
one of the most vicious Communists in the Chicago area, is being held by 
the immigration authorities with a very good chance of his being deported 
to Denmark where he belongs. Kjar has been picked up repeatedly but in 
each instance has escaped deportation. At the present time, under Secre¬ 
tary Doak*s administration, there is every likelihood that we will be rid, 
of Kjar.

CHICAGO PREACHERS^ radical, pacifist WORLD TOMORROW, appeared 

before a meeting of the Chicago Church Fed- 
eration on Monday morning, Nov. 30, 1931, at 10;30 A. M. in the central 
Y.M.C.A. auditorium, 19 S. LaSalle St., Chicago* , 

It would have been a splendid opportunity for some of our 
/ lethargic business men and capitalists to have heard a tirade against our 
/ government and social system that should certainly have awakened them to 
/ the significance of the growth of this movement. 

/ Page, knowing that he was speaking to sympathetic hearers, 

/ rather cast off the bridle and gave himself full vent to his feelings. 

/ He advocated that the preachers, specifically, should get behind organized 

labor groups and help the mass workers to organize so that they could 
combat the organized employers. He advocated that they should aid in turn? 
ing the present situation bottom side up, placing control in the hands of 
the workers, and to accomplish this by '’pressing down from the top" and 
"lifting from the bottom". He advocated taxation to a degree that would 
be all but confiscation. He explicitly pointed out that you aould not tax 
the rich for everything they had because this would be confiscation. He 
advocated public ownership of all the major industries including the railr 
roads, coal mines, utilities, water power, etc. He urged the preachers 
to go into political leadership and to back a new political party. He 
stated that he himself supported the Socialist Party and was working inde¬ 
fat iguably for the League for Independent Political Action which hoped 
eventually to form a new political party that would be more in conformity 
to the needs of the masses than any existent today* 

After about an hour and a quarter of denunciation of all things 
pertaining to our present economic and social system, he was accorded a 
long and enthusiastic applause by the assembled preachers. The only en¬ 
couraging thing about the whole meeting was the fact brought out thd, the 
Chicago Federation of Churches, which, of course, is the Chicago branch 
of the Federal Council of Churches, will be $7,700 in debt by the first 
of the year, and if this debt is not cleared up, will seriously impair 
their working program for 1932. 

From the appreciation of Kirby Page’s open condemnation of our 
capitalist system (which was as gloriously communistic as anything Eill 
Foster himself could have put across) it would probably be a good thing 
if the Chicago Church Federation failed to satisfy this indebtedness, be¬ 
cause there is no question but wh£ this organization, as a mass body, is 
supporting programs savouring deeply of Communism and Socialism, and 
strictly against our government. 

Page, of course, could not have been charged with sedition, 
because he advocated the so-called gnialist method of attaining his objec-, 
tive through political means. At the conclusion of his talk, however, 

Page asserted that he had a prediliction that there would be a change be¬ 
fore long and that it rested in a great measure with the preachers as to 
whether this change would come through the socialist evolutionary means 
or by communist revolutionary means. Apparently Mr. Page was not really 
very concerned as to which method would be used just so long as the change 
was effected.

The contest is being directed 
from 347 Madison Ave., New York City, which is also the headquarters of 
Page and Eddy, and the Association Press, official Y.M.C.A. publishing 
out fit. 

It is quite pertinent to quote Litvinov . Foreign delations 
Commissar of the Soviet Government, who recently asserted: "Disarmament 
means Communism - Communism means disarmament." 

Norman Thomas , in the I.L.D. publication DISARM, issued 
"Autumn 1931", states in an article "What Disarmament Can and Cannot Do"; 

"In the end, lasting peace and plenty mean the achieve¬ 
ment of international socialism. But such socialism should 
be made the alternative to new world war, not the possible 
outcome of a conflict so frightfh.1 that no man can tell who 
or what will survive,"

eventuality. The pacifist, constantly thinking in terms of war, talks it 
continually until most sound people are ready to go to war to shut the 
pacifist up.

My dear Kirby: 


Many thanks for your confidential note regarding 
Betty. She has written me quite fully regarding the expected 
addition to her family. As I had to cable, I added the words: 
"KIRBY AGREE" which means that I accept the sentence at the 
top of page 2 of your letter of November 5, that we pay her 
regular salary as long as she is able to continue full work 
and then half salary until the end of August or longer if she 
resumes half-time work. I thank you for your wise and kindly 
suggestion. As you know I always welcome such. 


I am sending to you also a copy of my report letter. 
The situation here looks desperate indeed. 1 am speaking daily 
to the ananghai students, all of whom are on strike, many of 
whom are drilling to go to war with Japan and who are in 
almost open revolt against Nanking. We cannot tell what the day 
may bring forth. We are on the crater of a rumbling volcano 
here. It looks to us at this distance as though the League and 
America had almost completely failed.After their bold vote for 
Japan to evacuate her army on November 16 it looks as though 
they had crawled completely down, With the danger of the 
failure of the Disarmament Conference and world war on the one 
hand and of chaos and Communism in China on the other.

Dear Mr. Page, 

I bad an interesting experience yesterday which I should like 
to pass on to you for two reasons. First, because of its general signi¬ 
ficance, and second, because I should like to inquire about some facts. 

My good friend Major Emerson, president of the local Reserve 
Officers 1 Association, Invited me to attend their weekly luncheon. He 
knows my convictions and thought the meeting might have a salutary ef¬ 
fect. The speaker, one of the local reserve officers, endeavored to 
point out that all of the so-called peace societies were backed by the 
same small coterie of individuals, and furthermore, that all of these 
persons were committed to the overthrow of the government by force. 

Major Herman, the speaker, said his remarks were not mere statements of 
opinion, but were facts gathered from authentic sources. Among the 
sources he mentioned were the American Defense Society, the Industrial 
Defense Society of Boston, the Reserve Officers' Association Headquarters 
in Washington, the investigations of the New York State Legislature 
(which eventuated in the Lusk Laws), and "another source, the nature of 
which I unfortunately cannot divulge". 

At the outset, the speaker defined two terms in order that 
everyone might be enlightened as to their significance. "A radical", he 
said, "is a person who desires the overthrow of the existing form of 
government with no particular thought of what shall replace it. A Com¬ 
munist is one who works for the overthrow of the government in order to 
substitute a soviet government." 

Inasmuch as I had to rely on my memory and a few sketchy notes, 

I have only an incomplete report, hut the following organizations were 
mentioned: .American Civil Liberties Union, Foreign Policy Association, 
Committee on Militarism in Education, Fellowship for a Christian Social 
Order, Non-Intervention Citizens Committee, National Council for Preven¬ 
tion of War, Women's Peace Union, and War Resisters' League. All 6f 
these societies and some others, the speaker pointed out, were under the 
influence and control of the following men (my list not complete): Messrs. 
Dewey, Wise, Hayes, Davis, Foster, Muste, Page, Cavert, Niebuhr, Lynch, 
Villard, Thomas, Holmes, Lovett, Libby, Lane, etc. He went on to show 
why these men were all "radicals" and otherwise dangerous characters. 
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The manner In which the disparagement of these men was under¬ 
taken was a revealation. Professor Dewey is a good example. He went to 
Bussia as a guest of the Soviet government, he is influential in the move¬ 
ment to keep patriotic propoganda out of the schools, and he traveled in 
China with Bertrand Bussell who consorted with a woman not his wife. Fur¬ 
thermore, the speaker believed that Professor Dewey had at one time been 
arrested although he was unable to verify this. 

The object of "showing up" all of these individuals was to make 
clear that all of them are "radicals" (see definition). As such, they are 
committed to the undermining of national defense, and are playing into the 
hands of Bussia. 

Two statements were made about which I should like further in¬ 
formation. Major Herman spent considerable time on the American Civil 
Liberties Union. He called attention to the fact that the name had been 
changed three or four times, but that originally it had been started by 
a small group of men including Babbi Wise and one "Herr Lockner”. This 
"Herr Lockner" later turned out to be a German secret service agent who 
was commissioned to help keep America out of the war. Furthermore, 

"Babbi Wise must have known what he was here for." 

Several allusions were made to the Garland Fund. It was stated 
that the fund had contributed generously to the defense funds of several 
communists and also to the support of The World Tomorrow. The founder of 
this fund was described as a misguided individual who inherited some 
money and started a farm. Anyone who subscribed to certain principles 
could live here, and among those who were attracted to the farm were a 
number of girls with loose morals. As a result of this situation, Garland 
was arrested and sent to prison. 

If it is possible to find some facts about the origin of the 
American Civil Liberties Union and the Garland Fund from other sources, I 
should be greatly interested. 

No reporters were permitted at this meeting and I was present 
as a guest. Consequently, I should not want any public use made of this 
report of the meeting. Reference was made, however, to the fact that you 
had spoken here on Armistice Day and that you were scheduled at the City 
Club. I thought you would be interested in some of the ways in which 
attention is being called to your visit.
